Concern 
at loss 
of town 
TA base 

WALSALL is to lose its Ter¬ 
ritorial Army base after 
Defence Secretary Philip 
Hammond confirmed it is 
among 38 military sites 
across the country to close. 

The centre in Sutton Road 
has been deemed surplus to 
requirements and will shut 
before December 2016, 
when a decision will be made 
over the site’s future. 

The site is currently used 
by 225 field squadron and A 
Company of the Stafford¬ 
shire & West Midlands 
(North Sector) Army cadets. 

The closure comes as part 
of the Future Forces 2020 
reforms, a £1.8 billion over¬ 
haul of the TA, to be 
renamed the Army Reserve. 

Valerie Vaz, MP for 
Walsall South, has written 
to the defence secretary 
expressing her concerns. 
She said: “It seems odd that 
the Government want to 
expand the TA but then 
announce this spate of clo¬ 
sures. I would like to know 
the rationale behind the 
decision to close at Walsall. 

“There is a relationship 
between the town and the 
Army that could be affected 
if they move somewhere 
else.” 

An Army spokesman said: 
“We are only talking about a 
handful of people being 
affected by the Walsall site 
being closed.” 


Attack victim in 
critical condition 

A MAN remains in a critical 
condition in hospital after a 
vicious assault outside a pub 
in Walsall

FAMILY PLEA 10 
CATCH KILLERS 


Report by Lisa O’Brien 


A TAKEAWAY driver murdered while making a delivery in 
Walsall had only taken the job weeks before to save for a 
Moses basket for the baby his wife was expecting. 

A renewed appeal for information is being made three months after father-of-two Yasser 
Abbas, 28, was set upon by three masked men wielding weapons in Madison Avenue, 
Alumwell, during the early hours of April 13. He suffered serious head injuries and died in 
hospital four days later. Detectives are continuing to hunt for his killers and say the murder 
weapon could have been an axe or a meat cleaver. 

Police say the victim was ‘lured’ to the scene, where he was set upon by attackers wearing 
balaclavas or face coverings. Mr Abbas’ family said his death had thrown their lives upside 
down and had shaken a close-knit community. 

His brother-in-law Aftab Hussain, of Shard End, 
Birmingham, said Mr Abbas had been excited about 
becoming a father for the second time. 

The 37-year-old said: “He had seen the job at the 
takeaway and wanted to get a bit of extra cash 
together for the baby. He wanted to buy a Moses 
basket.” 

Mr Abbas, of Raleigh Street, Birchills, had three 
operations to try to relieve swelling on his brain but 
died. His funeral on May 2 took place hours after 
hiswife Shabam gave birth to a boy, Mohammed. His 
other son, Daniel, is aged four and thinks his father 
is in Pakistan. 

The former Alumwell Comprehensive School 
student, had worked for Moon Palace , a Chinese 
takeaway in Old Birchills. He had previously worked 
for Harvestime bakery in Walsall. 

Crying 

His uncle Tariq Hussain, 45, of Gladstone Street, 
Walsall, said: “Since this happened the health of his 
father, Fir at, has got worse. His wife is caring for the 
baby but she is crying almost day and night. 

“Thousands of people came to his funeral. We have 
had a lot if support from the community and the 
police.” 

Another uncle, Shazad Hussain, said the family 
were desperate to bring his killers to justice and 
urged anyone with information to come forward. The 
35-year-old, of Gladstone Street, Walsall, said: “Our 
lives have come to a standstill. We need some sort of 
closure. A father has lost a son. A son has lost a father. 
A wife has lost her husband. We need justice.” 

Detective Inspector Gary Plant, who is leading the 
inquiry, said police were keen to speak to anyone who 
saw a dark coloured vehicle leave the Ripon Road 
area shortly after the attack. 

He said: “I’m also interested in a blue BMW 5 
series seen in the area about an hour before the 
attack. It has been a targeted attack with Yasser as 
the intended victim. We do not know the motive. We 
are appealing for help from the community because I 
believe the answer to this is in the local community.”

FOR nearly ten years Lisa Naylor, of Darlas¬ 
ton, has been waiting for the call that tells 
her she has a donor match and can have a 
kidney transplant. 

Nine years ago she was given a 50:50 
chance of survival when her kidneys failed 
and she was unconscious for two weeks as 
her parents were told to expect the worst. 
She had a transplant from her mother 
Sharon in 2006 but it failed. 

Mrs Naylor is in need of regular dialysis. 
The former Walsall College student was 
working as a care assistant when her life 
changed forever. She can no longer work. 

“I try to lead a normal life,” said the 30- 
year-old from Parklands Road. “Rather 
than sit and mope I do what I can. My back 
hurts a lot but it’s more using the needles as 
part of my dialysis. It’s keeping me alive, so 
I can’t complain.” 

In the West Midlands 654 people are 
waiting for a transplant and 152 have died 
in the past four years due to a shortage of 


organ donors. Since April, 43 lives have been 
saved by a transplant in this region. The 
figures have come in national Transplant 
Week, July 8 to 14. This year’s theme Pass It 
On stresses the importance of joining the 
NHS Organ Donor Register. 

Frustrating 

“You can donate many parts of yourself to 
save others,” said Mrs Naylor, who married 
husband Mark last year. 

The failed transplant left her mother with 
one kidney but, undeterred, her father Mark 
tried to donate too, before a heart condition 
prevented him. Now her sister Tammy is 
hoping she can donate with tests ongoing 

For Mrs Naylor her frustrating wait con¬ 
tinues. “It wasn’t my fault that I got this,” 
she said. “As soon as I’ve had my transplant 
I’ll be out working and I’ll be able to have

Team in 
second 
Channel 
swim bid 

A TEAM of six swimmers 
from Walsall will attempt to 
swim to France and back 
this weekend to raise money 
for a breast cancer charity. 

Big Rick’s Swim Team will 
battle cold water, waves, 
darkness, fatigue and even 
jelly fish during their return 
swim of the English 
Channel. It will be their 
second attempt after last 
year’s effort was halted just 
300 metres short of Dover 
due to thick fog. 

The gruelling 60-mile 
swim has been achieved only 
55 times since 1950. Team 
leader Paul Bates, 44, said: 
“After getting so close last 
year we are determined to 
finish the swim this time. 
This time around we are 
better prepared physically. 
But so much will depend on 
the conditions.” 

The group was founded in 
memory of Walsall swimmer 
Mark Rickhuss, who died in 
2005 while assisting a friend 
on a Channel swim. 

Mr Bates added: “What¬ 
ever happens, this will prob¬ 
ably be our final attempt.”

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Nightclub thug, 20, put behind bars for attacks 



Jailed - Nicholas Gee 


A THUG has been put behind bars after 
smashing a reveller’s head through a 
glass window at a Walsall nightclub. 

Nicholas Gee was locked up for 14 
months after he was involved in a fight 
with two men in Walsall’s WS1 One club 
on Bridge Street. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court was told 
that Gee, aged 20, of Neath Road, 
Bloxwich, later sought out the victims as 
they waited for a cab in Ablewell Street. 

The court heard how on the night of 
December 8 Gee had been in the club in 


the town centre. He squared up to one of 
his victims, claiming he had been 
bumped into on the dancefloor. A friend 
of the victim stepped in to calm the situ¬ 
ation but Gee punched the peacemaker 
twice to the side of his head. 

Mr Mark Rees, prosecuting, said: 
“Afterwards they (the victims) left with 
friends and went to Zafs Taxis to go 
home. The defendant and his friends all 
went to the taxi rank. Two of the defen¬ 
dant’s friends blocked the door as Gee 
grabbed the victim by the neck and put it 


through the window of the taxi cab office. 
The police were called.” 

It emerged that Gee had been con¬ 
victed as youth in 2009 for battery after 
he kicked a person in the head. He was 
sent to a young offender’s institute after 
a fight at Essington Working Men’s club. 

Gee pleaded guilty to assault occasion¬ 
ing actual bodily harm, two charges of 
common assault and criminal damage. 

Record Nicholas Cartwright said it 
was a miracle that the victim wasn’t 
more seriously injured or even killed. 


Brothel 'manager' is 
jailed after police raid 


A MOTHER-OF-THREE who ran a brothel 
from a rented house in Walsall has been jailed 
for four months. 

Tanya Griffiths used to text prostitutes with details of 
shifts and clientsat the property, in Midland Road. Provoca¬ 
tive clothes and items linked to the sex trade were discov¬ 
ered at the address during a police swoop. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard the house was rented 
by the daughter of Griffiths in 2010. But she returned home 
to live with her mother in 2011. 

Rent continued to be paid 
for the property and officers 
executed a search warrant at 
around 1pm on November 8 
last year. They found 49- 
year-old Griffiths and two 
women in their early 20s 
sitting in a conservatory. 

When interviewed by 
police one of the women 
admitted working there 
since 2012 as a prostitute. 

Miss Amy Jacobs, prose¬ 
cuting, said although there 
were no substantial profits 
being made, Griffiths was 
clearly ‘managing the pros¬ 
titutes’ and was ‘effectively 
organising the rota’. 

Griffiths, of Viscount 
Drive, Castle Vale, Birming¬ 
ham, said adult films had 
been made there but it was 
not being used as a brothel. 
But at crown court she 
admitted managing a 
brothel and was last week 
sentenced to four months in 
prison, of which she will 
serve half. 

Mr Patrick Currie, 
defending, said Griffiths 
worked as an escort follow¬ 
ing the breakdown of her 
marriage. 

He said: “She knows 
women who work the street 
and she tells me she was 
approached by a number of 
women who asked if they 
could use the address. The 
girls who came to provide 
services there were all exist¬ 
ing prostitutes.” 

Griffiths asked for rent 
contributions between £5 
and £20. 

Sentencing her Judge 
Amjad Nawaz said: “People 
do not want that type of 
industry on their doorstep.” 


Poundland 
stops sale 
of Chinese 
sky lanterns 

POUNDLAND has pulled 
Chinese lanterns from sale 
in the wake of a £6 million 
blaze in Smethwick. 

The inferno at the Jayplas 
recycling plant was one of 
the biggest in the West Mid¬ 
lands and was tackled by 
more than 200 firefighters 
at its peak. 

CCTV footage showed a 
Chinese lantern landing on 
the site, containing up to 
100,000 bales of plastic, 
before it burst into flames. 

Willenhall-based chain 
Poundland, which has more 
than 300 branches nation¬ 
wide, has removed the 
lanterns from their shelves. 

Richard Lancaster, 
trading director at Pound- 
land, said: “We constantly 
review our buying decisions 
in accordance to what’s hap¬ 
pening around us. 

“After hearing the news 
about the fire in Smethwick 
we have made a decision to 
stop selling lanterns to our 
customers and recalled all 
remaining stock from 
stores.” 

There are growing calls 
for a ban on the novelty 
floating lights, also known 
as sky lanterns.

Legends 

But he was determined it 
would not stop him walking 
his first love down the aisle, 
and now the 74-year-old 
from Walsall has sweetheart 
Sue Jeffs at his side as his 
wife. 

Mr Burney, of The Butts, 
has met and performed with 
a range of music legends - 
ranging from Rat Pack star 
Sammy Davies Jr, jazz 


singers Sarah Vaughan and 
Mel Torme, band leader 
Billy Eckstine, through to 
pop star Cliff Richard and 
crooner Engelbert 

Humperdinck. 

But Mike is best known 
for his membership of 70s 
glam pop group Wizzard, led 
by Brum rock star Roy 
Wood. He can be heard 
playing on hits See My Baby 
Jive and I Wish It Could Be 
Christmas Everday. 

Sadley he is currently 
unable to play the saxo¬ 
phone due to his battle with 
cancer. He has a tumour on 
his pelvis, for which he has 
undergone surgery it could 
not be removed. He begins 
radiotherapy treatment in 
August in the hope it will 
shrink the tumour. 

Mr Burney was desperate 
to make the first love of his 
life, Sue, his wife and the 
pair married at Walsall Reg¬ 
istry Office in Hatherton 
Road. He described the day 
as ‘wonderful’. 


He said: “I’ve had a few 
problems and she’s looked 
after me. Sue’s got Parkin¬ 
son’s too, so I also look after 
her. I love her and she loves 
me. 

Sue, 56, said she first met 
Mike at the age of 12 when 
he taught her to play the sax¬ 
ophone at school. They have 
been a couple for 10 years. 

“At the wedding we had 
Brazilian Wedding Song, 
which was really romantic. 
We also had Slow by Rumer, 
which was my song to him,” 
said the new Mrs Burney. “If 
you listen to the lyrics, you 
will be able to understand 
how I feel about him. 

“Over the years we’ve 
drifted apart but love has 
always brought us back 
together. 

“I only wish I could have 
married him sooner. I know 
he gets worried about the 
cancer, but I just keep trying 
to reassure him. I make him 
say something positive every 
day.”

Mr Barnfield grew up in 
Tipton but spent much of his 
life in Wednesbury working 
as an iron moulder in a 
foundry. 

Inspiring 

He gained great renown 
in 1984 as The Wednesbury 
Blobber for his ‘blob’ por¬ 
traits, using a brush and a 
squeezy bottle. 

Vice Chairman of Tipton 
Civic Society, Keith 
Hodgkins said: “He was one 
of those amazing people who 
had very little formal educa¬ 
tion, but had educated 
himself, and was knowledge¬ 
able. He was inspiring.” 

Third bus 
sex attack 

A THIRD sexual assault has 
taken place on a bus in 
Walsall, police have 
revealed. 

Detectives are linking the 
attacks on women which 
have taken place over the 
last two months. 

The latest incident hap¬ 
pened on the number 51 bus 
which runs between Birm¬ 
ingham and Walsall.

injuries 

A MAN who was seriously 
hurt in an attack in Walsall 
town centre has suffered a 
potentially ‘life changing’ 
injury, detectives revealed. 

Police are now trawling 
through CCTV to search for 
clues to the assault which 
left the man in his 20s with 
a serious head injury. 

A friend of the man 
received minor injuries as 
he tried to escape the attack 
which happened in Brad¬ 
ford Street at around 
3.30am on Friday. Some 
shops and market stalls, 
remained sealed off for 
more than 12 hours. 

Detective Inspector 
Harry Harrison said: “A 
young man is in hospital 
with a potentially life 
changing injury and we 
need to piece together what 
happened. 

“We are confident that 
local CCTV will help with 
our inquiries but in the 
meantime we are asking for 
anyone who has not yet 
spoken to police to come 
forward if they witnessed 
the attack, or have any 
information about those 
who are responsible.”

Lighter fuel sniffer showed signs of illness 


THE signs of Ian Woolley’s mental 
illness had been obvious for years. 

And yet no one could have guessed the 
lumbering six-footer was capable of the 
‘dreadful brutality’ that led him to kill both 
his mother Pauline Gillen and concerned 
neighbour Jason Duffield. 

Woolley, a father of three, was addicted to 


sniffing lighter fuel, sometimes inhaling up 
to 10 cans a day. He was also an alcoholic and 
smoked cannabis. 

His sister said he had talked about seeing 
space ships and killing the Prime Minister. 

Psychiatrist Kenny Herbert, on whose 
report the judge based his sentence sending 
Woolley to a secure hospital, described the 


killer as a paranoid schizophrenic who had 
been ill for at least 10 years. 

He said many people might have thought 
Woolley’s substance taking led him to kill 
but it was more likely that Woolley used 
lighter fuel and alcohol to block out the hal¬ 
lucinations that tortured him. 

Woolley was initially deemed unfit to 


plead but, with treatment, his condition 
improved to the point where he recognised 
what he had done, and had reacted with 
‘shock and remorse.’ 

Although declared well enough to enter a 
plea, Mr Herbert said Woolley has continued 
to lapse into psychotic thinking and would 
require long-term treatment. 


Psychotic killer stabbed 
mother and neighbour 


A SON stabbed his mother to 
death with a screwdriver as she 
lay in bed before killing her next 
door neighbour and throwing him 
over a fifth-floor balcony. 

Ian Woolley then sat and smoked a ciga¬ 
rette before dialling 999 and telling the oper¬ 
ator: “I’ve just committed murder.” 

The father-of-three admitted manslaugh¬ 
ter on the grounds of diminished responsibil¬ 
ity at Birmingham Crown Court yesterday. 

He was sentenced to be detained in a 
secure hospital indefinitely and cannot be 
released without the authority of the secre¬ 
tary of state. 

The 44-year-old attacked Pauline Gillen, 
aged 69, and Jason Duffield, aged 41, at Holly 
Court, in Acacia Avenue, Yew Tree, on the 
Walsall-Sandwell border where both victims 
and Woolley lived, in the early hours of 
October 6 last year. 

On the day before the the killings Woolley 
had met his mother and brother in Walsall. 

Shouting 

Malcolm Woolley said his brother had been 
in a ‘funny mood’ and struck him in the face, 
said Mr Peter Grieve-Smith, prosecuting. 

Mrs Gillen, a 69-year-old mother of three, 
lived on the same floor in Holly Court, Acacia 
Avenue, Walsall, as her son, but in a separate 
flat. Jason Duffield, described as ‘quiet and 
shy’ also lived on the fifth floor. 

That night on October 6, Mr Duffield, 41, 
who would normally not have had the confi¬ 
dence to leave his flat, had responded to the 
sound of a woman shouting, the court heard. 

Woolley, who had a key to his mother’s flat, 
had let himself in and gone to her bedroom, 
where he stabbed here. 

Mr Duffield was the second to be attacked. 
He was stabbed through the skull and chest 
before being dragged through the apartment 
and tipped over the balcony. 

A neighbour looked through his spyhole 
when he heard the disturbance and saw 
Woolley walk calmly back to his flat. 

When arrested, Woolley asked police: “Is 
she dead? Is he dead? Good.” He said he used 
his ‘dad’s old screwdriver’ to kill them. 

He added: “Things came to a head. The 
other man came to the wrong place at the 
wrong time.” 

Chris Millington, defending, said Woolley 
suffered from ‘psychotic ideas which had no 
basis in reality.’ 

Judge William Davis, QC, the Birmingham 
Recorder, told Woolley: “With dreadful bru¬ 
tality you killed your mother and, having 
killed her, a neighbour who had done nothing

more but come to assist was killed with 
equal brutality. These were dreadful and 
tragic events.” 

Mr Duffield leaves a son and daughter, 
and a stepson, with whom he lived. 

Although separated from his wife Sarah, 
she spoke of the family’s grief at their loss: 
“As a family we want to remember Jason for 


who he was, a caring and wonderful person 
who would help anyone in need. Because of 
this he died so tragically and in such a 
brutal way. 

“We wish to remember him as we knew 
him and be left in private to our memories. ” 
Pauline Gillen’s family said in a state¬ 
ment after Friday’s hearing: “At this time 


we as a family would like to remember our 
mother as the caring and loving person that 
we all loved dearly. 

“She was taken from us prematurely in 
the most unimaginable way possibly. 

“Our thoughts at this time are also with 
the Duffield family and we offer our condo¬ 
lences.”

Builder chosen for leisure centre revamp 


A BUILDER based in Walsall Wood 
has been appointed to carry out the 
£500,000 revamp of a leisure centre 
which will get under way this week. 

Niken Construction, in Hall Lane, 
has been chosen to carry out the re¬ 
development work at Friary Grange 
Leisure Centre, in Lichfield, which 
will be out of action to swimmers 
until the autumn. Apart from the 


pool, the rest of the leisure centre, in 
Eastern Avenue, will stay open. 

Councillor Val Richards, leisure 
boss at Lichfield District Council, 
said: “We’re all excited that work is 
about to get started. It will make a 
huge difference to leisure centre 
users. 

“We know everyone will miss the 
swimming pool over the summer 


and autumn but we hope swimmers 
will take advantage of Burntwood 
Leisure Centre’s two pools while it is 
out of action.” 

The work will include easier 
access into the leisure centre and 
pool and the creation of a viewing 
platform to the pool from an 
extended refreshment area. 

Leisure bosses say anyone who 


has a membership to Friary Grange 
that includes the use of the pool can 
use Burntwood’s facilities for the 
duration of the works. 

The transformation is being paid 
for through a £200,000 grant from 
Sport England and funding from 
Staffordshire County Council, Lich¬ 
field District Council and section 
106 contributions. 


Ambulance depot is 
under investigation 


AN INVESTIGATION has been launched into 
claims an ambulance hub in Willenhall is 
breaching planning permission with resi¬ 
dents complaining about noise from the site. 

The depot was opened at Electrium Point as a mainte¬ 
nance and preparation base but residents say they are suf¬ 
fering sleepless nights from wiling sirens as vehicles leave 


the site. 

Walsall Council has 
launched an enforcement 
investigation, although 
West Midlands Ambulance 
Service (WMAS) bosses 
insist steps are being taken 
to resolve the issue. 

Officers at the council are

“Whilst residents have 
provided evidence of ambu¬ 
lances potentially being dis¬ 
patched for emergency 
responses using their sirens 
from the maintenance hub 
on Ashmore Lake Way, and 
whilst officers have carried 
out some monitoring and 
served a Planning Contra-

vention Notice already, the 
results have so far proved 
inconclusive. 

“Asking for WMAS 
records will assist in bring¬ 
ing the enforcement case to 
a conclusion.” 

The hub, which launched 
last November, is home to a 
team of ambulance fleet 
assistants who stock, clean 
and prepare the vehicles for 
paramedics. 

Planning permission was 
granted for a two-storey 
building and office space. 

The intention is for vehi¬ 
cles to be collected and then 
move off site to stand-by 
points to respond to calls. 

Residents have voiced 
concerns over ambulances 
responding straight from 
the hub, rather than only in 
the cases of nearby emergen¬ 
cies. 

WMAS spokesman Chris 
Kowalik said: “There has 
been work going on with our 
control room to use the hub 
in the way it is supposed to 
be. 

“We have been working on 
reducing 999 responses from 
the hub and they have been 
going down.”

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Meeting 
on post 
office’s 
future 

A PUBLIC meeting will be 
held by campaigners fight¬ 
ing plans to close down Wil- 
lenhall post office and move 
it into a shop. 

Workers at the John 
Street office held a strike 
over the proposals, amid 
fears jobs could be at risk. 

Campaigners in Willen- 
hall are inviting post office 
bosses to the meeting on 
Friday, July 19, to hear 
people’s views. 

Willenhall is one of 70 
Crown Post Office branches 
earmarked to be franchised. 

Post office bosses want to 
help claw back annual losses 
of around £40 million. 

Diane Coughlan, council¬ 
lor for Willenhall South, 
claimed that the Willenhall 
branch was one of the 
busiest in the area, with up 
to 2,000 people passing 
through its doors each week. 

“There is no way people 
would be able to get the 
same level of service if the 
post office moved into a 
shop,” she said. 

“There are no shops in the 
town centre that are big 
enough to accommodate 
that level of people on a 
weekly basis, apart from the 
supermarkets. We are 
adamant the post office 
must stay in the town centre 
as it is also bringing people 
in to other shops there.” 

Representatives from the 
Communication Workers’ 
Union have been invited to 
the meeting at Willenhall 
Chart Centre in Gomer 
Street at 3pm. 

Bosses have said where a 
suitable retail partner 
cannot be found, branches 
will remain open and have 
stressed there will be no 
compulsory redundancies. 

Vodka-fuelled 
knife threat 

A DRUNK Polish man 
armed with a 20cm-long 
kitchen knife threatened 
people in Walsall town 
centre during the early 
hours, the town’s magis¬ 
trates court heard. 

Gregorz Mikitczuk, of 
Westbourne Road, Walsall, 
had been drinking vodka 
when police were called to 
reports he was brandishing 
a knife. The 22-year-old 
admitted possession of a 
bladed article in a public 
place. He was remanded in 
custody to appear at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court for 
sentence on July 30. Mr 
Chris Loach, defending, said 
Mikitczuk had no recollec¬ 
tion of making threats to 
anyone. 


Thief's pockets were bulging with stolen stamps 


A THIEF tried to steal hundreds of booklets of 
stamps worth more than £1,000 which were scat¬ 
tered on the ground in Walsall town centre, a court 
heard. 

John Steatham had his ‘pockets bulging’ with postage 
stamps which belonged to WH Smith in Park Street where 
there had been a break-in. 

The 34-year-old said he stumbled across the stamps 
during the early hours of Sunday morning but said he did 
not enter or burgle the premises. 

He admitted theft by finding and was sentenced to a four 
month prison term, suspended for a year, at Walsall Magis¬ 
trates Court last week 


When Steatham was searched by police they found 143 
books of six first class stamps, 76 books of 12 first class 
stamps and 29 books of four first class stamps. There was 
also one book of 12 second class stamps. 

In all, the haul of stamps were valued at £1,172.40, the 
hearing was told. 

Searched 

Miss Rachel Smith, prosecuting, said police received a call 
that WH Smith had been raided t just after 4.10am. Three 
tills had been stripped of stamps. 

Steatham was seen near the doorway and when he was 
searched by officers he was discovered with the postage 
stamps. 


She told the hearing there were no stamps on the floor of 
the store or on the pavement outside the shop. 

Miss Smith added: “During the course of his police inter¬ 
view he said he had been visiting friends, taking drugs. 

“As he passed WH Smith he noticed the front door 
entrance of the premises were forced open and there was 
paper scattered everywhere. 

“He decided to take these items, pick them all up to keep 
for himself or sell them on.” 

Steatham, of Wednesbury Road, Pleck, had traces of 
heroin and cocaine in his system when he was arrested. 

As well as the .suspended jail term, Steatham must pay 
£85 costs and an £80 victim surcharge. 


Ban for drink-driver 
seen swerving on M6 


A DRINK-DRIVER whose BMW was seen 
‘swerving from side to side’ on the M6 has 
been given a two-year driving ban. 

Amritpal Singh’s car was spotted as it travelled towards 
junction seven for Great Barr, a court heard. 

Shortly after 24-year-old Singh came off the motorway he 


was stopped by police, in 
Lake Avenue, Walsall, and a 
roadside breath test was 
carried out. 

He was then taken to a 
police station where tests 
showed he had 107 micro¬ 
grammes of alcohol in 100 
millitres of breath. The legal 
limit is 35 microgrammes. 

Singh, of Gillity Avenue, 
Walsall, appeared at Walsall 
Magistrates Court and 
admitted drink-driving. 

Birthday 

He told the court he had 
been at a party for his 
uncle’s 50th birthday cele¬ 
brations on the Saturday 
night and was drinking until 
around 8am the following 
morning. 

“I then went to sleep 
around 9am, got up around 
3pm and went out again,” 
said Singh. “I didn’t realise 
it was still in me so much.” 

Singh went out at 4pm on 
the Sunday, June 10, and 
went to a pub where he told 
the Probation Service he had 
around six doubles of vodka 
before getting behind the 
wheel. 

Prosecutor Val Hart said: 
“He was seen driving his

and he was seen to be swerv¬ 
ing from side to side. 

“He came off the motor¬ 
way and was stopped a short 
distance away where he was 
given a breath test at the 
side of the road.” 

Singh, an area manager of 
a pizza company, was 
banned from driving for two 
years. He was made the 
subject of a 12-month super¬ 
vision order, ordered to take 
part in a 60-day ‘drink 
impaired drivers’ course’ 
and told to complete 80 
hours of unpaid work. 

Singh was also ordered to 
pay £85 prosecution costs 
and a £60 surcharge. 

Sentencing him District

MORE than 40 metal covers worth 
£20,000 have been stolen from streets 
in Walsall within a week. 

The gully and manhole covers have 
been swiped predominantly around 
the Park Hall and Delves areas Tempo¬ 
rary measures to cover the holes have 
now been taken. 

It comes amid fears someone could 
fall down a hole and be seriously 
injured if metal thieves continue to 
strike steal covers from across the 
borough. 

A total of 14 gully and 28 manhole 
covers have been taken from streets 


including Park Hall Road, Woodside 
Road, Charlemont Road, Skip Lane, 
Newquay Road, Canberra Road, Bell 
Lane and Poplar Avenue. 

Council leader Mike Bird, who lives 
in Park Hall, called on scrap dealers to 
be responsible and not accept drain 
covers if they belong to a council. 

He added that someone could be 
seriously hurt if they fall down a 
gaping hole and condemned those who 
are responsible for the thefts. 

“This is a fatality waiting to happen. 
They only get pennies for them, these 
are people that don’t give a damn 


about life or limb,” he said. “The 
thieves need to be apprehended but so 
do the scrap dealers.” 

The missing covers were reported to 
the council and holes have been made 
safe. Bosses are organising replace¬ 
ment gully covers which are lockable 
and establishing who is responsible for 
replacing manhole covers, as these can 
belong to different organisations. 

The use of plastic drain covers has 
been trialled by the council and was 
considered a success. Subject to 
funding they could be used throughout 
the borough.

TA to the soldiers who 


back up regular Army 


Abby Plant combines her TA role with a financial job near Wolverhampton 


DANIEL WAINWRIGHT looks 
at the unsung volunteer 
reservists who combine their 
duties with a full-time job 


THEY are the weekend warriors 
training to back up Britain’s mil¬ 
itary. 

They hold down full time jobs and 
spend their evenings and many of their 
weekends training all over the country to 
handle harsh terrain and the pressure of 
being under fire. 

One of the Territorial Army reservists, 
Abby Plant works in finance for environ¬ 
mental consultancy Adas in Pendeford. 
The 24-year-old from Codsall spends her 
weekdays in an office but on Saturdays 
gets up at 5am, dresses in camouflage 
gear and carries a heavy rucksack to run 
up and down hills in Surrey. 

This week she takes her exams as part 
of her accounting technician diploma. 

At the weekend Gunner Plant of 106 
(Yeomanry) Regiment Royal Artillery 
may have to carry a backpack weighing 
20kg (441b) six miles within 90 minutes, 
sleep out in the open in Salisbury or drive 
Land Rovers the way they were built to 
be driven - off road. 

Physically 

Former Codsall High School pupil 
Gunner Plant, of Bromley Gardens, said: 
“It’s an exciting life. It’s exhausting and 
it can take it out of you, but you always 
feel that you’ve accomplished something. 

“I wasn’t particularly physically fit 
when I joined but I thought if I don’t do 
this now I’ll keep putting it off,” she 
added. 

Now she is at the gym two or three 
times a week and is part of a running club 
with her fellow soldiers. 

She walks the several miles to work 
each morning and then runs home in the 
evening. 

Over the past decade the Territorial 
Army has deployed 26,000 reservists 


including 22,000 to Iraq and Afghan¬ 
istan. A tour of duty lasts six months 
but follows three months of full time, 
intensive training. In that time 30 have 
been killed. 

The Army is reducing the number of 
regular Army soldiers from 102,000 
down to 82,000. Some serving soldiers 
are being put on notice that they are 
facing redundancy and the government 
is prepared to spend £1.8 billion to 
expand the TA to fill the void. 

As well as the weekend commitments 
there is the prospect that one day Abby 
will find herself overseas alongside 


regular army soldiers. Her parents 
Nick, aged 53 and Vicky, 51, understand 
what the role involves, as does her 
employer. However, there are legal pro¬ 
tections that ensure a job is kept open 
for any TA soldier who goes on a tour. 

When the Army needs Territorial sol¬ 
diers, it goes through a process called 
mobilisation. Territorials are only called 
up if the army needs them. 

They or their employers can object if 
it would seriously affect their lives or 
work. 

Abby joined the TA two and a half 
years ago on the same day as Ross 


Grosvenor from Walsall. Gunner 
Grosvenor, aged 21, works as a service 
adviser at the Brindley Nissan garage in 
Delta Way, Cannock. 

He lives with his parents Simon, 51 - 
who also served in the TA with the 
Staffordshire Regiment - and Lynn, 53, 
in Pelsall. He has a sister, Zoe, aged 17. 

On Tuesdays he finishes his 8am to 
6pm shift, polishes off a sandwich or 
microwaveable ready meal and heads off 
to The TA site in Fallings Park, Wolver¬ 
hampton where he is with the Air 
Defence Unit of 106 Regiment Royal 
Artillery. “I’d always had an ambition to 
be a pilot”, he said. 

“After I left Queen Mary’s Grammar 
School in Walsall I applied to the Royal 
Air Force. But when I got to Cranwell 
they said I lacked life experience by 
wanting to join straight from school. 

“I joined the TA and following 12 
months of training passed out in January 
last year. 

“On Tuesdays we will do any sort of 
training from first aid to vehicle checks 
and weapon handling skills,” he added. 

Weekends 

“Sometimes we will devote a whole 
session to fitness assessments, including 
how many press ups we can do. I’m on 
the regiment shooting team which goes 
away on competitions to places like the 
Salisbury Plains. 

“Going away with the TA takes place 
one or two weekends a month,” Gunner 
Grosvenor said. “We also do a one to two 
week camp every year. I’m allowed to 
take the time off from work unpaid.” 

His colleague Gunner Steve McHugh, 
aged 23, has been with the TA for five 
years. He works at the Co-Op petrol 
station in Wombourne. 

His work with the TA saw him spend 
three months in London during the 
Olympics, supporting the regular army 
and seeing the Paralympics opening cer¬ 
emony. He said: “For me it’s a social life 
as well as work.”

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Man died at scene of 
first kiss with his wife 


A FATHER-OF-THREE 
hanged himself from the 
tree where he and his 
wife had their first kiss, 
an inquest heard. 

Parmajit Singh Sidhu, 34, 
of Streetly was found at the 
tree in Dartmouth Park, 
West Bromwich, hours after 
texting his wife to say: “I will 
wait for you in my next life 
babes, you will find me 
under the tree where we 
first kissed.” 

An inquest in Smethwick 
was told how Mr Sidhu, from 
Katsura Close, was found by 
police on May 28 last year 
following a five-hour search, 
after his wife Amarjit 
alerted his family and the 
police. 

Canada 

Black Country coroner 
Robin Balmain was told that 
Mr Sidhu, also known as 
Datus, and his wife had sep¬ 
arated earlier that year and 
he went to Canada shortly 
before his death. It was not 
certain that it would be a 
permanent separation. 

His wife had tried calling

him back a number of times 
after his text message, 
before calling several 
members of his family, and 
then the police. 

Pc Thomas Parkes, who 
attended the scene, said : 
“The original call came 
shortly after 11am from Mrs 
Sidhu regarding a text 


message about the place 
where they first kissed, 
which she knew to be Dart¬ 
mouth Park. But she could 
not give a precise location.” 

Police used Mr Sidhu’s 
mobile phone signals to 
trace him, which placed him 
within Dartmouth Park. His 
body was discovered at 
about 5pm that day. 

Recording his verdict that 
Mr Sidhu killed himself, Mr 
Balmain said: “It’s not the 
function of an inquest to 
deal with motive.” 

He also said that these 
types of cases were ‘enor¬ 
mously distressing’, and he 
had a general concern that 
the number of inquests he 
has conducted where 
hanging was involved had 
increased ‘dramatically’. 

After the inquest, Mr 
Sidhu’s mother Sanjit Kaur 
described the lorry driver 
and former soldier as ‘very 
family orientated’. 

She said: “He was well 
known in the community, 
and there was over 700 
people at his funeral, who 
came from all over the 
world.”

Managers of the Cartbridge Lane 
site ave made a plea for anyone with 
information to come forward. 

They said people had been left devas¬ 
tated by the trail of destruction, includ¬ 
ing an arson attack but would rebuild 
despite the yobs. 


The wreckers set fire to a shed and 
tried to break into another shed, which 
was daubed with anti-vandal paint. 

They destroyed a mural of TV char¬ 
acters Bill and Ben painted on the side 
of a shed used to encourage children to 
learn about planting. 

William Locke, 52, of Ryecroft, said: 
“Whoever was responsible left tracks 
behind of green paint and we think 
they may have dropped green paint on 
them. Anyone who saw anything suspi¬ 
cious in the area should contact 
police.” 

Mr Locke, a member of the site com¬ 
mittee and of East Walsall Local Man¬ 
agement Association, which looks after 


four sites, added: “There has been a 
problem with break-ins for quite some 
time now. 

“But everyone is determined to carry 
on. We’re not going to give up and let 
these people win.”

A SUSPECTED rogue trader offered to 
remove a fictitious bees nest from a couple’s 
garden for £700, sparking a dramatic police 
chase after they foiled the scam.

the search for the suspect’s 
vehicle. 

The pair reported the man 
driving off in a red box van, 
and minutes later, officers 
found a vehicle matching the 
description parked in 
Walsall Road, Great Wyrley.

“Rogue traders can be 
very convincing and innova¬ 
tive in the ruses they use to 
try and get people to part 
with their money - this time 
it was a bees nest, but others 
have included rat catching, 
burst water pipes, question¬ 
naires and meter readers.”

Sandwell General and Walsall 
Manor are facing huge fines for 
failing to accept patients at 
emergency departments soon 
enough. 

Rules introduced in April mean hos¬ 
pital trusts can be fined £200 every 
time they take between 30 and 60 
minutes for a patient to be handed over 
to A&E after their arrival by ambu¬ 
lance. 

The fines, levied by local clinical 
commissioning groups, reach £1,000 if 
the wait is more than 60 minutes, as 


was the case with 91 ambulances in the 
Black Country and Stafford in April. 

Hospitals in the region, including 
Sandwell in West Bromwich, Walsall 
Manor, Stafford, Russells Hall,New 
Cross, Worcestershire Royal, Birming¬ 
ham Children’s and Queen Elizabeth, 
are responsible for £429,000 of fines. 

Breaches 

Sandwell Hospital could be fined 
£80,000 for 272 breaches, 32 of which 
saw patients waiting for more than one 
hour to be handed over. 

Vanya Rogers, spokesman for 
Sandwell and West Birmingham Hos¬ 
pitals NHS Trust, said: “We have been 


working extremely hard to improve 
handover times and with an eye to the 
coming winter we have implemented a 
trust-wide strategy.” 

Walsall Manor and New Cross are 
looking at fines of £22,800 each. 

Birmingham Children’s Hospital 
faces a £4,000 fine, while the QE in 
Edgbaston could be fined £97,000. The 
worst performer in the West Midlands 
was Birmingham Heartlands Hospital, 
which faces a £219,200 fine. Russells 
Hall, Dudley, could be fined £128,800 
West Midlands Ambulance Service 
faces a £16,200 fine for failing to meet 
turnaround targets in April.

He started his professional 
career at Beaudesert Golf Club in 
Rugeley Road, Cannock, in 1986. In 
1996 he joined ranks with European 
Seniors Tour player Jim Rhodes at 
South Staffordshire Golf Club. 

He was also head professional at 
Dartmouth Golf Club, West Bromwich, 
before he spent five years as head pro¬ 
fessional at Dudley Golf Club, Rowley 
Regis, in 2000. 

Bailed 

In 2005 Mr Dean became head pro¬ 
fessional at Penn Golf Club in Wolver¬ 
hampton, which he left with 
immediate effect in April after tender¬ 
ing his resignation. 

Staffordshire Police spokesman Faye 
Casey said: “A 43-year-old man from 
Bloxwich was arrested in April on sus¬ 
picion of possession of, and making, 
indecent images of children. 

He has been bailed, pending further 
inquiries, to a date in September.” 

Penn Golf Club declined to 
comment, citing legal reasons.

Sign can stay for five more years 



The controversial digital sign located beside the M6 can stay for at least five more years 


A GIANT advertisement hoarding 
beside a busy stretch of the M6 
has been given the go-ahead to 
remain for another five years. 

The sign, which was converted to digital 
in the spring, is in the grounds of Banks’s 
Stadium in Walsall. 

More than 90 accidents have been 
reported along the stretch of the motorway 
approaching the hoarding in four years. 

Three serious or fatal smashes happened 
on the adjacent section of the M6 between 
2008 and 2012. There were another 91 clas¬ 
sified as slight. 

The Highways Agency had said: “We 
understand that high levels of LED illumi¬ 
nation can impair the visibility of 
motorists.” 

Five residents living nearby had also 
objected because of the sign’s size, bright¬ 
ness and potential for distracting drivers. 

Despite this, the application was 


approved by Walsall Council’s planning 
committee at a meeting last week. 

Council leader Councillor Mike Bird said: 
“My view is there is no danger to highway 
safety because people aren’t driving 70 or 
80mph. They get to 40 or 50mph along that 
stretch if they’re lucky. 

“Since the sign was erected there has not 
been one accident attributed to the sign.” 

A 50mph speed limit is currently in place 
along that section of motorway, between 
junctions nine and eight, as work takes place 
to introduce hard shoulder running. 

The digital adverts replaced the existing 
boards on the sign erected five years ago as 
part of a £2 million investment. 

There are a series of other illuminated 
posters and light boxes in the area,. 

The sign operators will be allowed to 
change the advertisement they display only 
every 20 seconds. The owners had been 
pushing for every 15 seconds.

Pick of the Week 


Robin feels the baby 
blues on her home turf 


D ark skies, brooding atmosphere, 
mystery and people in peril... 
We could be talking about 
Scandinavian noir, that breed of 
programmes that has taken British TV 
by storm over the past four years, or 
even Channel 4’s moody French 
import, The Returned. 

But no, we’re describing New 
Zealand’s attempt to get in on the 
broody drama act. 

Top of the Lake has been co-written 
and co-directed by acclaimed Kiwi 
film-maker Jane Campion, whose 
previous work includes The Piano (for 
which she won a Best Screenplay 
Oscar, as well as the Palme d’Or), 

The Portrait of a Lady and Bright Star. 

However, there is an international 
feel about the production, thanks to the 
presence in the cast of Americans 
Elisabeth Moss and Holly Hunter 
(who’s reunited with Campion here for 
the first time since winning a Best 
Actress Academy Award for her 
performance in The Piano), Australians 
David Wenham and Thomas M Wright, 
and Scotsman Peter Mullan. 

Fans of Mad Men may receive a 
jolt when they see Moss dressed 


down in the lead role after becoming 
used to watching her as the 
immaculately attired secretary-turned- 
copywriter Peggy Olson. The actress 
could hardly believe her luck when the 
script of Top of the Lake landed in her 
lap. 

“I’ve always been a huge fan of 
Jane Campion, she does such 
incredible work, so many different 
kinds of things, but they always have 
her own sensibility about them,” says 
Moss. “She is the epitome of the 
actor’s director so getting the 
opportunity to learn from her and be 
challenged by her has been such an 
incredible part of this experience.” 

Moss plays Detective Robin Griffin, 
a child protection officer, who’s 
recently returned to her home town to 
nurse her ailing mother. 

When pregnant 12-year-old local girl 
Tui Mitcham is rescued from a frozen 
lake, it’s Robin who’s called in to take 
care of her case. Her investigation 
uncovers disturbing facts about the 
locals - not to mention aspects of her 
own life she’d rather forget. 

“Robin is one of those incredible 
female roles that are really rare where 


you have a character who is strong 
and feminine, who has a lot to do and 
who has an incredible emotional 
journey,” explains Moss. 

“Jane understands the complexities 
of people, and she obviously has a gift 
for female characters that have those 
complexities, showing that they’re not 
always right, they’re not always wrong, 
they’re not always beautiful - they’re 
often ugly, they’re not always strong 
but they’re incredibly powerful. So for 
me it’s sort of a dream role and it’s 
very different from anything I’ve ever 
done.” 

So, why should we tune in? 

‘The story becomes Robin’s search 
for herself as she’s also diving into her 
own past that she’s been running 
away from,” claims Moss. “It’s a 
detective story, it’s a mystery, it has all 
these elements about it that are sort 
of tried and true. 

“But what makes it different is it’s 
got the Jane Campion touch. So 
everything is just a lot darker, a lot 
stranger, a lot more complicated than 
that.” 

You’ve sold it to us Elisabeth - bring 
on those dark skies! _

You may be transporting clients or paying 
customers - either way, the Superb’s extra inches 
do much to create an appealing executive ambi¬ 
ence. And that’s before you consider the car’s 
voluminous boot - seats up or down. 


You won’t be paying executive prices for the 
Superb, though. As with the previous generation 
car, the sums involved are modest for something 
of this size and opulence. And Skoda is hoping 
that its generosity in the equipment department 
will prompt buyers to place the Superb high on 
their shopping lists, especially as similarly priced 
rivals offer less space and kit for similar money. 

Generous 

With four models to choose from (S, SE, Ele¬ 
gance and top-spec), the act of making a choice is 
no longer a simple one as there’s a generous 
spread of standard kit even on the lower-spec 
models now. 

Furthermore, this ensures the car remains 
competitive in the crowded company car market 
when value for money is a key driving force in 
purchasing decisions. 

With alloy wheels, air conditioning, Bluetooth, 
electric windows and mirrors, chilled glovebox 
and seven airbags forming part of the Superb’s 
core standard kit list, even the entry-level S 
model is hard to ignore. 

SE models gain larger alloy wheels, a touch¬ 
screen audio screen and a greater choice of audio 
inputs, rear parking sensors plus a host of 
detailed interior and exterior trim accents. 

The move up to Elegance sees a big uplift in 
specification, with xenon headlights, bigger 
(again) alloy wheels, touchscreen navigation, 
heated and powered front seats, leather uphol¬ 
stery and a heated windscreen. 

Skoda’s traditional flagship Laurent & 
Element model adds front parking sensors, more 


leather, heated rear seats, an upgraded audio 
unit, TV tuner, privacy glass and gloss black cabin 
trim. 

Skoda’s generosity also extends to its engine 
range, greater efficiencies should mean you pay 
less at the pumps and to the taxman. 

Some models benefit from cuts to C02 emis¬ 
sions as high as 19 per cent, while Skoda boasts 
that every model delivers more miles per gallon 
and emits less at the tailpipe. 

Buyers can choose from three petrol and three 
diesel engines, plus manual and DSG gearboxes 
depending on the particular model. Unusually in 
this sector there’s also the option of all-wheel 
drive on selected variants, which will no doubt 
add a welcome all-weather dimension to the 
Superb for some buyers. 

With diesel power the mainstay of the range, 
the choice ranges from a 1.6-litre 105 horsepower 
unit to a 2.0-litre unit in 140 and 170 horsepower 
guise. 

Petrol fans can choose between 1.4 and 1.8- 
litre units offering 125hp and 160hp respectively, 
plus a 3.6-litre V6 producing 260hp. Overall per¬ 
formance is, as you’d expect, biased towards 
refinement and comfort. The big Superb sur¬ 
prises with its agility yet there’s no escaping the 
fact that it’s built primarily to cosset its occu¬ 
pants. 

The well-weighted major controls and slick 
actions of the minor switchgear help boost the 
cabin’s already impressive ambience, while the 
smooth-shifting transmissions - both manual 
and DSG - cement the car’s place in the premium 
sector.

“It’s good to lay down some foundations 
and then you can properly separate a 
running session, a football session and a 
gym session. 

“Then I can look at the content of each 
section. For example, the middle one is a 
warm-up with football - whatever drills I 
think are needed, whether it be finishing, 
defending, passing and heading, etc. 

“As for the running, it starts long, with 


trainers on a hard surface to start with to 
toughen the legs, then we move on to 
shorter stuff more relevant to football with 
boots on.” 

In Mick McCarthy’s time, Wolves players 
were given the choice of taking up weekly 
pilates sessions offered to them. 

Only a few did so, now similar work is a 
staple under Jackett, who said: “The gym- 
based sessions can be anything from weight 
training and physical conditioning to core 
work to mobility to yoga.” The early starts 
aren’t just to get players into a routine. 
Jackett believes the rest between each 
session is as important as the session itself.
